MIKE FEWER GIVES HIM A FATAL 
WOUND IN A WEST SIDE SALOON. 


The Drunken Assailant Is Caught by the 
Police and Quickly Lodged in a Station 
House=Crime Takes Place in Hussey’s 
Barroom, No, 140 North Sangamon 
StreeteThe Victim Is Removed to the 
Presbyterian Mospital, Where Physi- 
cians Pronounce the Injuries Mortal. 


Ald. Jeremiah M. Mulvihill of the Seven- 
teenth Ward was shot and probably fatally 
wounded last night in -—Ed Hussey’s saloon, 
No. 140 North Sangamon street. Mike 
Fewer fired the shot. He is locked up now at 
the West Chicago Avenue Station. | 

At 11;25 o'clock last night Ald. Mulvihill, 
accompanied bya party of friends, entered 
Hussey’s saloon. They were talking with the 
bartender and among themselves, when Mike 
Fewer, who was under the influence of 
liquor, came from the rear of the 
saloon toward ‘the Alderman and his 
friends. Fewer drew a revolver from his 
pocket and waving it above his head fired a 
shot into the ceiling. He then replaced the 
weapon in his overcoat pocket,.gnd to 
Ald. Mulvihill’s remonstrances at his conduct 
replied with oaths. 

Fearful that the drunken man would injure 
some one with his weapon Mulvihill ap- 
proached him and attempted to take the re- 
volver from his hand, when Fewer fired 
through his overcoat pocket, the bullet strik- 
ing Mulvihill in the right cheek, glancing on 
the cheek bone, and passing out through 
the temple. Ald. Mulvihill fell unconscious 
to the floor, and was removed quickly by his 
friends to the Presbyterian Hospital. 
Dr. Brinkerhoff made an examination of the 
wound and expressed the opinion that there 
was little chance for the injured man’s re- 
covery. 


There 


Fewer Arrested at Once. 


Immediately after the removal of the 
wounded man the police of the West Chicago 
Ayenue Station arrested Fewer and took him 
tothe bedside of his victim, who madea 
statement positively identifying Fewer as his 
assailant. 

The prisoner, still in a drunken condition, was 
returned to the police station and locked up. 

At an early hour this morning Ald. Mulvi- 
hill was reported as sinking rapidly and in an 
exceedingly precarious condition. It is not 
expected he can live until daylight. 

The shooting appears to have been purely 
the work of a man crazed with liquor and to 
have had no deeper motive than the insane 
freak of aninebriate. Ald. Mulvihill was but 
slightly acquainted with his assailant. He 
knew Fewer only through political work in 
the ward, and as far as is known there was no 
trouble whatever between the two men. 


May Not Live Until Morning. 


Dr. Fenger made an examination of the 
wounded man at the hospital. He said he did 
not believe he could live through the night, 
and at his suggestion Mrs. Mulvihill! was sent 
for. She arrived at the hospital within three- 
quarters of an hour. 

Saloonkeeper Hussey spoke of the shooting 
as follows: 

** Ald. Mulvihill and I were seated in my 
saloon playing cards when Fewer and a friend 
entered, The latter I know by sight and I 
have heard him galled ‘Steve.’ ‘They invited 

and we accepted. 


ther: Fewer ner ‘ * appeared to be 
much under the influence of liquor. Sudden- 
ly the former drew hia revolver and fired into 
the ceiling. ‘Why, man,’ said I, ‘don’t 
do that. There are people living 
up-stairs.’ Fewer placed the revolver 
in his pocket again, and at the same time 
‘Steve,’ as he started to walk out of the 
saloon, turned to Ald. Mulvihill and myself 
and said, * You’d better take that away’ from 
him, for he’s apt to shoot again.’ 

‘‘The Alderman and I approached Fewer, 
when he fired another shot. His hand was in 
his overcoat pocket and it was this shot that 
struck Ald. Mulvihill. He fell to the floor as 
1 sprang behind the bar to get my 
revolver from the cash drawer. I heard the 
Alderman groan and returned to him, tor 
Fewer and “ Steve’”’ had left the saloon. As 
I placed my hand under the wounded 
man’s head I noticed blood on wmy 
wrist and then I realized what had hap- 
pened. ‘Are you hurt? I asked. Ald. 
Mulvihill was still conscious and he replied, 
‘I don’t know, but I think the shot struck 
me.’ A moment later two officers entered the 
saloon and I told them who had done the 
shooting.” 

Find Fewer in His Saloon. 


The officers were George and Loftus of the 
West Chicago Avenue Station. They were 
not far from the saloon at the time of the 
shooting, and as soon as they were told that 
Fewer had done it they drove ina cab to his 
saloon at No. 125 West Washington street. 
They arrived there just as he was entering the 
front door. They placed him under arrest. 

Ald. Mulvihill lives at No. 118 Austin ave- 
nue. He has two saloons, one at Austin ave- 
nue and Indiana street and one at Halsted and 
Indiana streets. He has a wife and two 
children. ) 

Ald. Mulvihill succeeded * Steve” Revere 
in 1888 as Alderman from the Seventeenth 
Ward and served until 1890. In 1892 he was 
again elected, and his term expires the coming 
spring. Ald. Kent said last night that Mulvi- 
hill was a good man in municipal work, stood 
well in his ward, and was always in favor of 
public improvements. Mulvihill was a strong 
Harrisonian Democrat. 


SUCCESSFUL TEST OF NIAGARA POWER. 


The Paper Mill Begins Operations Under 
the New System. 

Nracara Fats, N. Y., Jan. 25.—The first 
practical test of the hydraulic tunnel which 
has been under construction in this city for 
the last three years was made this morning. 
When the gates were raised the waters 
of the upper river poured through the 
new channel to the wheel house, 
where they poured down the penstock of the 
pit, thirteen feet in diameter, for 156 feet, 
striking in an upward direction three of the 
largest turbine wheels ever built, and passing 
into the big tunnel and out under the city to 
the river, two miles distant from _ the 
poifit of the fall. The scheme for 
harnessing the power of the Niagara 
has already cost nearly $4,000,000. The 
Niagara Falls paper mill’s contract calls for 
6,600 horse-power, one-half of which is being 
used now, and the cost, including the lease of 
the lan 1 occupied by the mill, is $8a_ horse- 
power a year. The test proved satisfactory: 
The hydraulic tunnel, with a capacity of 
120,000 horse-power, is a success and 
there remains only the opening of the 
general power house, where 5,000 horse 
power turbines will operate electric gen- 
erators. This opening will take place June 1. 
The test today was nade in the presence only 
of the officials of the mill and of the R. D. 
Wood company, who built and placed the 
machinery in position, and Prof. Geyelieu, 
the designer of the turbines used.

How They Were Received and What Cos- 
tumes They Wore, 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 25.--[ Special, ]— 
It was 2:05 when Corbett entered the arena. 
His reception amounted to an ovation, Cor- 
bett was heavily clad, his trousers and a heavy 
sweater covering him up and a long bath-robe 
being thrown across his shoulders. Billy 
Delaney carried his gloves, which were made 
of dark brown leather and weighed full tive 
ounces. He was accompanied by Donaldson, 
McVey, Delaney, and Manager Brady... Cor- 
bett walked to the center of the rmg, shook 
hands with Billy Madden, who was trying to 
secure order to make an announcement, and 
then walked about the ring, stamping. the 
resined floor to test its strength. 

It was five minutes later when Mitchell ap- 
peared. He Was well cared for. Jim Hall 
was his second. while Steve O’ Donnell, 
** Pony ’* Moore, Billy Thompson, Tom Allen, 
and Darin followed him. While Mitchell was 
entering the arena Jack Dempsey, Corbett’s 
second, stepped lightly through the ropes 
and walked across the. ring. Only a 
few people recognized the peerless 
Noupareil of former years. Mitchell 
stepped to the center of the ring and lifted a 
light slouch hat jauntily, smiling his thanks 
for the reception accorded him. He also had 
a heavy bath robe thrown over him, but only 
his ti¢hting costume was undet it. 

Teddy Foley was Corbett’s timekeeper, 
while Bat Masterson kept the time for 
Mitchell. ‘*Snapper’’ Garrison was official 
timekeeper and John Kelly referee. Mitchell's 
gloves were a light tan. color. He wore 
plasters across his knuckles, while 
Corbett’s hands were clean and free. 
Corbett wore only fighting shoes and stock- 
ings, a breech-cloth, and gloves. Mitchell 
was saved frow equal nudity by Black trunks, 
which covered his legs half way to the knees, 
(Jn entering the ring Corbett displayed the 
American colors. 


FIGHT TECHNICALLY DESCRIBED, 


Movements of the Men During the Three 
Rounds Given in Detail, 
JACKSONVILLE. Fla., Jan. 25.—Following is 

a description of the fight by rounds: 

Round 1 —Corbett sprang from his corner as if 
he had suddenly been reieased from restraint 
and Mitchell in a more leisurely manner walked 
to the center to meet him. They began fiddling, 
with Corbett advancing and Mitchell giving 
ground. Both men were cautiously feeling their 
way. but all the disposition to get together was 
displayed by Corbett. With easy, light action, 
without so much as a feint, Corbett worked his 
opponent to the ropes and along each side of the 
square, Mitchell cleverly escaping from 
each corner. After a complete tour 
of the stage Mitchel) feinted 
with his left and then led with it for Corbett's 
ribs, but Corbett was elsewhere in ‘a flash. Cor- 
bett led his ieft, and landed a glancing blow on 
Mitchell's jaw. The Englishman clinched. After 
the breakaway Mitchell landed on Corbett’s 
wind, and got Jim's lefton his nose in return. 
Mitchell then led*twize in quick succession, but 
failed each time to reach the shifty Cali- 
fornian.

Tribute to Milton Hay. 


Ex-Gov, Richard J. Oglesby was. present at 
the meeting to pay a tribute to the memory 
of Milton ay. Hereferred’to the life-long 
friendship he had borne toward Milton Hay 
and said*that to this fact was probably due 
his having been called upon to speak of him 
rather than to his being a lawyer, for he had 
not practiced at the bar for thirty years. Mr. 
Hay had come to Illinois more than. sixty 
yearsago and had begun to study law in 
1830 in the office of Stewart & Lincoln, in 
Springfield. For forty years he had given up 
his whole life to the study and the practice of 
law and had never left the broad road for the 
by-paths which ‘led to political préferment.

Senator Allen’s Discussion of His Resolu- 
tion on Bond Issues. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan, 25.—Resolutions 
ofthe Chamber of Commerce of Seattle, 
Wash., protesting against the placing of coal 
and lumber on the free list was presented by 
Mr. Squire “(Rep., Wash.), who said there 
were 20,000 men in that State dependent 
upon the coal industry ‘for employment. A 
proposition of the National Reform Associa- 
tion to amend the preamble to the Constitu- 
tion so as to make it recognize the divinity of 
Jesus Christ was presented by Mr. Frye 
(Rep., Me.) and referred to the Judiciary 
com mittee. 

The Hawaiian resolutions having been laid 
before the Senate they were laid aside in or- 
der that Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) might address 
the Senate on the resolution offered by him 
last Thureday declaring that the Secretary of 
the Treasury is not clothed with any legal au- 
thority to issue and sell bonds, and that any 
such bonds when issued would be null and 
void. Mr, Allen analyzed the provisions of 
the resumption act, particularly of the third 
section of it, from which Mr. Carlisle pro- 
fessed to derive his authority. The thing to 
be accom plished: was, he said, the redemption 
of outstanding legal tender notes. Resump- 
tion was to be accomplished, and as soon as 
that was done the act of Congress ceased and 
had no more legal force today than a piece of 
blank paper. 

No lawyer could contend, he said, that the 
resumption statute .was permanent and en- 
during in its nature. As to the “ reserve 
fund,’ Mr. Allen declared that there was no 
such thing, and never had been until some 
* lord of the Treasury’ (alluding to Mr. 
Sherman) at his own caprice, and devoted to 
the interests of the moneyed classes, created it. 
It is one of the instruments used in a gigantic 
system of conquering the people. 

The Secretary of the Treasury had ample 
power to issue legal tender notes orto coia 
and issue the silver bullion now lying idle in 
the Treasury vaults and put it in circulation. 
No action was taken on Mr. Allen’s resolution. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Voorhees 
(Dem., Ind.), and agreed to, appointmg Mr. 
Milis (Dem., Tex.) asamember of the Com- 
mittee on Finance during the absence of Mr. 
McPherson.

COLONNA CASE CALLED FOR TRIAL, 


The Prince’s Attorney Maintains the French 
Courts Have No Jurisdiction, 

Pants, Jan. 25.—The hearing of the action 
of the Princess Colonna against her husband 
for a legal separation began today after sev- 
eral postponements. 

M. Desjardine for the Prince said the chil- 
dren had not been allowed to be taken to see 
Prince Colonna, despite the order of the court 
granting him that privilege. He recited 
the history of the marriage. The 
wife’s property, he said, formed 
a separate estate-under her owncontrol. This 
was according to Italian law, but contrary to 
European custom, Mr. Mackay, the ste p- 
father of the Princess, had not given 
her a dollar, He simply granted 
to her her annual allowance. The 
illustrious family of Prince Colonna 
was not without fortune. The Prince recent- 
ly inherited a considerable sum of money 
from an Uncle. M. Desjardine argued that 
the rights of foreigners having a domicile in 
their own country were inalienable and could 
not be attacked by the French courts. He 
maintained the action should be brought at. 
Naples. 

M. Desjardine declared he would demolish 
the statements that Prince Colonna passed his 
nights in clubs and neglected his wife. He 
asked the court to declare it was incompetent 
for want of jurisdiction to decide the caseso 
that the Prince might send the children to 
Naples, where they would be placed in charge 
of their uncle, Prince Stigliano Colonna, and 
his wife, 

M. Deveille, for Princess Colonna, said the 
Prince had been deprived of seeing his chil- 
dren because they were ill with influenza. 
He further said Princess Colonna feared the 
Prince would abduct them. She would, how- 
ever, permit their father to see them at her 
hotel tomorrow.

ATTACK THE GERRYMANDER. 

Some of the members of the-Republican 
State Central committee are reported to have 
said that itis not essential that the Demo- 
cratic Senatorial gerrymander should be 
brought into the courts and set aside as un- 
constitutional, because the Republicans will 
carry the Legislature this fail, notwithstand- 
ing that gerrymander. If there were a fair 
apportioninent they certainly would, It may 
be that they will if they work unitedly and 
harmoniously and make no blunders. But it. 
is often uphill work to fight against a gerry-

It will-be no easy task to beat the gerry- 
mander of 1893.

That 
is the way those districts would stand on the 
basis of the vote of 1888, The Republicans 
then had 20,000 majority outside of Cook, 
and yet had the present apportionment been

of Republican voters, a district which cast no 
votes for the party having as much weight in 
convention as one which cast 20,000. They 
have pointed to the fact that when a county 
convention is called each township is allowed 
anumber of delegates proportioned to the 
Republican vote it casts, and that when a 
State convention is called delegates are allot- 
ted to each county on that basis.

GOVERNOR OF BARCELONA SHOT. 


An Anarchist Attempts Murder to Avenged 
the Death of Pallas. 
Barcetona, Jan. 25.~—Ramon Marrull, an 
Anarchist workingman, tried this afternoon 
to murder R, Larroca, civil Governor of Bur. 
eélona. The Governor left the prefecture at 
4:30 o’clovk and entered his carriage, 
when: Marrul! thrust his arm through 
the window and fired twice at Larroca. The 
Governor was struck in the left jaw by the 
second bullet, but he shouted to his coach. 
man : ** Arrest that scoundrel.”’ The coach. 
man jumped from the box and with the help 
of a policeman seized and disarmed Marrull. 
At the central police office the man gave his 
name as Macon and confessed that he was an 
Anarchist. His object in shooting Larroca, 
he said, was to avenge Pallas, the 
Anarchist who was shot for having 
tried to kill Gen. Martinez de Campos, Later 
he admitied that he was Ramon Marrull. He 
grew penitent aftera few hours in jail and 
protested that -he intended only to frighten 
Larroca. The Governors wound is not dan- 
gerous. : 

The news of the shooting spread throughout 
the city, and while the general uneasiness was 
most perceptible a tremendous report was 
heard in all parts of the city. The harbor 
district was shaken as if by an earthquake. 
Much alarm was manifested, as the 
people supposed the Anarchists had 
blown up a public building. 
The explosion was, however, purely acci- 
dental. A large quantity of dynamite which 
was to be used in blasting for the new harbor 
‘works had been set off carelessly. Two work- 
ingmen were killed and great damage was 
done to property near the sceno of the ex- 
plosion. 


CAUCA VALLEY IS UNDER WATER. 


Widespread Distress Certain and Famine 
Feared in Colombia,

DEMOORATIO OAUOUS SAYS IT MUST 
GO INTO THE WILSON’ BILL. 


| Fithian Wins Over Cockran on This Prop- 


osition, and, Though the Kastern Demo- 
crats Say There Will Be Trouble, the 
Western and Southern Men Are Ja- 
bilanteNew York Members Lead in the 
Filibustering Before the Committee of 
the Whole—Keciprocity Knocked Out.

It is the sense of the Democratic caucus that 
the income tax provision be made a part of 
the Wileon bill, and Fithian of Jasper County, 
Ill., has thesealp of Bourke Cockran hanging 
at his belt. Fithian of Jasper circulated the 
call for the caucus; Fithian of Jasper intro- 
duced the resolution that it was the sense of 
the Democratic inembers that the income tax 
should be part of the bill, and Fithian of Jas- 
per made the main speech in support of the 
resolution. The caucus decided by 89 to 71 
in favor of the resolution, and McMillin, who 
isin charge of the internal revenue sections, 
will be recognized) by the Chair to move the 
income tax as an amendment. The Southern 
and Western Democrats are gleeful and say 
there will not be any excuse for a Populist 
party now. The New York Democrats are 
breathing vengeance and threatening to de- 
feat the Wilson bill if filibustering fails to 
keep the obnoxious income tax off the 
measure. : 


The caucus was a hot one. When it opened 


‘nearly 200 Democrats were present, though 


some of them slipped away to avoid voting. 
Judge Holman presided. Fithian intr duced 
his resolution. He had made one speech in 
the House during the afternoon denouncing 
the New-Yorkers, who were threatening to 
bolt if the income tax were adopted. He in- 
vited Cockran and the other members of the 
New York delegation. to “go in peace” and 
join the Republicans. Inthe caucus he was 
more violent. He declared that the Demo- 
cratic party of the West was unanimously in 
favor of the income tax, because it shifted 
tuxation from the shoulders of the poor man 
to the broad backs of the rich, 

McMillin and Bryan from the Ways and 
Means committee supported Fithian’s resolu- 
tion. They declared that the overwhelming 
sentiment of the party favored the income 
tax and that as the House had already decided 
against a sugar duty the income provision 
was the only ineans of raising revenue and 
should be a part of the Wilson bill. Two or 
three other speeches were delivered on the 
same side. | 

Cockran’s Vehement Plea. 


Bourke Cpckran made a vehement plea 
against the income tax on principle and 
further against the unfairness of putting it on 
the Wilson bill. Through all that Cockran 
suid there was an undercurrent of threats 
which did not take well. Gen. Black of Lili- 
nois spoke against the income tax. He was 
against it on principle, but was stronger 
against putting it on the Wilson bill as an 
amendment, Springer had a word to the 
saine effect. Outhwaite of Ohio, who is a 
mémber of the Committee on Rules, spoke 
against the expediency of making the income 
tak a part of the Wilson bill. 

(‘hairman Wilson made a powerful appeal! 
tohis party associates not to hamper the 
pending measure. He literally.begged them 
to pass the customs bill in its present form. 
He promised that the income tax should have 
his hearty support as a separate measure. To 
prevent the possibility of it being beaten by 
filibustering he promised that betore anything 
further was done with the pending bill a rule 
should be brought in the first thing tomorrow 


setting apart the time for the consideration of 


the income taf measure. Some of the income- 
taxers were undoubtedly persuaded by Chair- 
man Wilson’s pleading, but the wajority 
would have none of it, and ultimately Fith- 
ian’s resolution was adopted. Black and 
Springer were the, only lilinoisans who voted 
against it. MeGann and Durborow voted 
with the income-taxers. 

The caucus breke up with every exhibition 
of bad feeling. Its decision is not binding as 
to legislation, but its action weakens the kick- 
ers. Cockran and his followers announced 
their intention to begin filbustering tomor- 
row. They seemed to have a notion that they 
could filibuster tomorrow and Saturday and 
that Monday would come around without the 
income tax amendment having been put on 
the bill. Then they would claim that under 
the rule the original measure must be voted 
on. These tactics will fail. Two extra days 
will be given for the discussion of the income 
tax provision, and under this arrangement 
the vote on the amended Wilson bill will not 
be taken till Wednesday, but the income tax 
amendment will be put on it. 

Will Hurt the Party in the East. 

Richard Croker stopped over in Washing. 
ton today on his way to Florida and went to 
the Capitol to pay his respects to Speaker 
Crisp. He told the Democratic members that 
the income tax would hurt the party in the 
East, put the Westerners retorted that Mr. 
Croker and Tammany could keep on electing 
a Democratic delegation from New York, 
while they had to look after their own inter. 
ests. 

Some of the New York Democrats in 
desperation went to the Republican leaders 
tonight and claimed to have enough votes to 
recommit the Wilson bill if the income tax is 
inserted init.

On the Cotton Schedule. 

Mr. Draper (Rep., Mass.) offered an amend- 
ment to the cottow manufactures schedule 
changing the duties from ad valorem to spe- 
cific. It fixes the duty on cotton thread, yarn, 
warps, etc., up to and including No, 20 at 
five cents per pound and one-quarter of a cent 
for every additional size number. Mr. Stock. 
dale (Dem., Miss.) offered as a substitute a 
proposition that when articles grown in this 
country are seut abroad for manufacture into 
clothing or househoid articles for the use of the 
individual the finished article may be admitted 
free. Mr. Weadock (Dem., Mich.) had read 
a letter from a wool-grower in Texas petition- 
ing for free wool.while Mr. Pickier (Rep.,. D.) 
offset this by having read a letter from a 
Democratic wool grower in South Dakota 
protesting against free wool. Mr. Crawford 
(Dem., N. €.) delivered a brief speech in 
favor of the Wilson bill. Mr. Hines (Dem. 
Pa.) said that Pennsylvania was the mos 
corporation-ridden State in the Union, -He 
opposed the amendment offered by Mr. 
Draper. Mr. Johnson (Rep., ind.) presented 
four petitions against the passage of the Wil- 
son bill, Mr. Wanger (Rep., Pa.) supported 
the amendment of Mr. Draper. Mr. Blair 
(Rep., N. H.) and Mr. Stockdale (Dem., 
Miss.) closed the debate, and the substitute 
proposed by Mr. Stockdale was defeated on a 
viva voce vote.

Wilson Wants Reviprocity Repealed. 


Mr. Wilson offered an amendment specifi- 
cally repealing the reciprocity clause of the 
McKinley law. Mr. Sprimger (Dem., Ill.) 
offered an amendment to this providing ** that 
all treaties heretofore made in accordance 
with the provisions of said section shall con- 
tinuein force until abrogated by the terms 
of said treaties.” Mr. Dingiey (Rep., 
Me.) showed that this would = ask 
the countries with which we have made rec- 
iprocity treaties to continue those treaties in 
foree after the benefits bestowed by those 
treaties have been withdrawn, Mr. Springer 
withdrew his amendment. 

Mr. Coombs (Dem., N. Y.) made a brief 
speech in which he warmly favored reciproc- 
ity. He thought it would be unwise to throw 
away the advantages gained by reciprocity. 
Mr. Hendricks (Dem., N. Y.) spoke in the 
same strain. He knew reciprocity had been 
denounced because it was a Republican meas- 
ure, but he did not think it was absolutely 
devoid of sensible features on that account. 

Mr. Turner (Dem., Ga.) opposed the reci- 
procity clause for the reason that it gave to 
the President the authority which the found- 
ers of the republic had intended to vest in the 
House. Mr. Brookshire (Dem., Ind.) de- 
nounced the reciprocity clause. Mr. Warner 
(Vem., N. Y.) said he hoped the Democratic 
party would not leave in the hands of the 
President the autocratic power conferred by 
the reciprocity clause, 

Mr. Cockran (Dem., N. Y.) opposed that 
provision of the McKinley law which made 
the President the dispensing power, as it 
might as well be extended so as to give him 
the power to dispense with.other provisions. 

Mr. Wilson (Dem., W. Va.) spoke briefly in 
favor of the amendment. The vote was. then 
taken and the amendment was agreed to. 

Mr, Wilson then proposed an amendment 
fixing the duty on chocolate not exceeding 35 
cents per pound at two cents per pound; 
chocolate confectionery, 25 per cent ad 
valorem. Mr. Morse (Bep., Mass.) spoke 
against the amendment and suggested .a tariff 
of four cents per pound. 

Mr. Lockwood (Dem., N. Y.) in supporting 
the Wilson biil defended it and thought that 
sufficient revenue could be raised for the sup- 
port of the government economically admin- 
istered.

RUMOR THAT HE AND MURPHY WILL 
RESIGN If PECKHAM WINS. 


This Is Hardly Expected, but It Indicates 
the Length to Which the New York 
Man Would Geo to Accomplish the De- 
feat of the President — Anti-Catholic 
Influence Against the New Nominee 
Appointments of Postmasters Are Pock- 
etedSecretary Carlisle Talks of Bonds. 


Wasnineton, D. C,, Jan. 25.—[Special.]— 
A story was afloat) today that Senators Hill 
and Murphy had notified their Democratic 
colleagues that if Peckham was confirmed by 
Democratic votes they would resign from the 
Senate. As the New York Legislature is in 
session this would mean the election of two 
Republican Senators and throw the control of 
the Senate into the hands of the Republicans, 
enabling them to defeat the tariff and all 
partisan legislation. Hill seems to have the 
sympathy of his party now in: his fight with 
Cieveland, but if he were to destroy its su- 
premacy in the Senate he would also destroy 
himself, and he knows it: The talk is nothing 
more than an outcrupping of the uncertainty 
regarding Peckhain’s eqnfirmation. 

Several Senators have received through the 
mails a smail pamphlet of the National 
League for the Protection of American Inati- 
tutions. The objects of the institution are: 
** To secure constitutional and legislative safe- 
guards for the protection of the common 
school system and other American institu- 
tions, and to promote public instruction in 
harmony with such institutions, and to pre- 
vent all sectarian and denominational appro- 
priations of public funds.” As the language 
clearly indicates, the association has an anti- 
Catholic tendency. In the list of members 
composing the Law committee of the associa- 
“on appears the name of Wheeler H, Peck- 

am. 

_In the copies of the pamphlet shown Mr. 
Peckham’s name appears to have been print- 
ed in the list after the book had left the press, 
as it differs from the remainder in respect to 
the color of the ink used, and there is a faint 
suspicion in the minds of some that the inser- 
tion of the name in the list of officers of the 
association is the work-of enemies. 

_The extreme to which the fight between the 
President and the New York Senators is being 
carried is evident from an examination of the 
records of the Senate. Sénator Hill is the 
subcommittee of the Senate Committee on 
Postofiices, to whom is referred all nomina- 
tions of Postmasters in New York State. 
Since Dec. 6 President Cieveland has sent to 
the Senate the nominations of forty-four 
Postmasters in New York. Since Dec. 6 
there have been seven Postmasters confirmed 
for the State of New York. 

Krom this it appears that Senator Hill has 
pocketed the nomination of his enemies, the 
anti-snappers. Some of the offices which are 
held up are important cities in the State, in- 
cluding Rome, Binghamton, Penn Yan, 
Owego, Auburn, Cooperstown, Glens Falls, 
Flushing, and Medina. ‘The seven offices that 
have been confirmed are for the cities of Port 
Jervis, Middletown, Ithaca, Shortsville, Chat- 
ham, Sing Sing, and Mamaroneck. 

But the postoffices are not the only ap- 
pointments in New York which are not being 
confirmed. Since the session began the Pres- 
ident has. nominated W. A. Poucher to be 
District-Attorney;: Valentine Fleckenstein 
and Louis W. Pratt to be Internal Revenue 
Collectors; W. H. Bunn to: be Appraiser of 
Merchandise, and Emil Rose, J. W: Strick- 
land, and P. B, Cumberson to be Assistant 
Appraisers, and Frank N, Potter, Peter 
Doyle, and George S. Weed to be Collectors 
of Customs. Not one of these has been con- 
firmed.

Congressman Sibley Resigns Because of 
His Opinions—Harter’s Last Term. 
WasHInGToN, D. C., Jan. 25.—Representative 
Sibley (Dem., Pa.) has sent his resignation to 
the Governor of Pennsylvania as a member of 
Congress, to take effect Feb. 17.

JUDGE SCALES IGNORES REPUBLIOAN 
‘OITY COMMITTEE'S REQUEST. . 


2 
Election Commissioner Said to Have Been 
- ‘Reappointed and Badenoch Rejected on 
Condition That the Democrats Nom!- 
nate and Elect Scales County Judge 
Again Next Fall — Rubens’ Opinion 
Against Y. M. C. A., and a New Ordi- 
nance Suggested=Municipal News. 
Judge Schles has reappointed “ Gus” 
Hutchings Election Commissioner. This ac- 
tion has been anticipated for some days, 
though Judge Scales is reported to have said 
one day last week he intended to appoint Mr. 
Badenoch, who had been recommended by 
the Republican Executive committee and the 
Republican press. Republicans charge that 
the County Judge had a purpose in making 
this announcement. His term as County 
Judge expires this year.. He is a candidate 
for reélection. He does not stand well with 
the leaders of his party. They have been 
looking around fora candidate for County 
Judge to take his place. The announcement 
that he would appoint Mr. Badenoch was 
made, it is charged, with the hope, that the 
Democratic leaders would urge Judge Scales 
not todoso, That alleged hope was realized. 
Mr. Badenoch is a clear-headed, resolute, 
capable man who would insist on a strict but 
just and fair interpretation of the election 
law. The cheaper kind of Democrats do not 
want sucha man. When the Badenoch an- 
nouncement was made they rushed to Judge 
Scales to urge him not to appoint Mr. Bade- 
nédch. The First Ward bosses, the Twenty- 
ninth Ward bosses, the Eighteenth and Twen- 
ty-fourth Ward bosses are said to have told him 
it would never do. Ald, Coughlin, Bill Skakel, 
Billy: Asay, and Tom Carey protested. They 
would not have Badenoch at any price. If 
Scales would drop him, it is charged, they 
would pledge themselves to support Scales for 
renomination. That, itis said, is just what 
Scales wanted. He has not appointed Bade- 
noch, and the Democratic bosses, Republicans 
say, have promised him a renomination. 


Alleged Bargain Made Last Sunday. 


The alleged bargain was made last Sunday. 
Republicans say it was ratified in a basement 
saloon where Judge Scales, Commissioner 
Hutchings, and some of the employés of the 
County Court and the Election Com- 
missioners resort. The reappointment 
of Hutchings, it is charged, was. agreed on at 
the same time. Dennis Hogan, Representa- 
tives Donnelly and McInerney were on hand 
to see that “the thing was fixed.’”’ Hutch- 
ings, as Election Commissioner, the Repub- 
licans say, has acted under the instructions of 
these men for the last two years. He never 
has acted as a Republican. He has not pre- 
tended to act asa Republican. Furthermore 
they say he does not profess to be a Republic- 
an. The reappointment of Hutchings, there- 
fore, makes the board solidly Democratic. 
Even Hutchings’ personal friend, Congress- 
man Mason, refused to reeommend him. 

Republicans say the Democrats urged 
Hutchings’ appointment that they may have 
full control over the election machinery next 
fall. Judge Scales. *‘ as the Democratic nom- 
inee for County Judge,” wil! find it to his in- 
terest, as well as to the intérest of the other 
Democratic candidates, the Republicans say, 
that the judges of election in the First, Six- 
teenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth, Twenty- 
fourth, Twenty-ninth, and ‘Chirtieth Wards 
be selected by such friendly parti- 
sans as the Hutchings of the board. 
The law will be interpreted for Hutchings by 
Larry Boyle. Hutchings, it is said, will do 
as he is told by Scales, Boyle, Hogan, Don- 
nelly, and McInerney. There will be a new 
registration’ next fall. With a Hutchings 
Election Board and Scales on the county 
bench the Democrats think they may have it 
all their own way. They undoubtedly will 
have a decided advantage. 

Judge Scales Te 

‘“T have been unable to find any good rea- 
son why I should not reappoint Mr. Hutch- 
ings,’ said Judge Scales. *‘No criticisms 
have been made of his honesty or integrity, 
and Iam of the opinion that he always ad- 
ministered the duties of his office faithtully. 
[have given the Republican committee an 
opportunity to suggest names from the West 
Side for the office and it has been done, The 
only objection raised against Mr. Hutchings’ 
appointment was that he was ‘ distasteful’ to 
certain Republicans. I do not think Mr. 
Hutchings has been a partisan member of the 
board. I do not want a member of the Board 
of Election Comunissioners to be a partisan. 
The board ought to consist of fair and impar- 
tial men and | think Mr. Hutchings is one.”’ 

Judge Scales said further that he never said 
he would appoint Mr. Badenoch. In this he 
seems to be mistaken. He said the same 
evening that the recommendation was made 
by the Republican committee that he would 
appoint Mr. Badenoch. Last Tuesday even- 

‘ing he admitted in the hearing of representa- 
tives of the Herald and Tue Trreune that he 
said he would appoint Mr. Badenoch. 

County Clerk Henry Wulff would not talk 
about Judge Scales’ appointment. ‘I rather 
expected this,’’ besaid, ** but I am the Coun- 
ty Clerk and it is hardly my province to 
criticise the actions of the County Judge.”’ 

Sheriff Gilbert said: “I always believed 
Judge Scales would appoint Hutchings, be- 
cause the Demozrats wanted him todo so. I 
told the other members of the committee that 
it waa useless to make a recommedatica. The 
County Judge played that.trick on us before 
two years ago. He asked certain Republicans 
to submit three names from which he would 
select a Commissioner. We selected three 
names. He selected Hutchings, who was not 
recommended,” 


Favored Hutchings All the Time. 


Hutchings himself said yesterday Mayor 
Hopkins had advised Judge Scales not to ap- 
point Mr. Badenoch. When the Mayor was 
informed on this point he said: “It is not 
true. I have not seen Judge Scales since Mr. 
Badenoch was recommended by the Repub- 
lican committee, I.have not communicated 
with him either. I asked him the evening be- 
fore Mr, Baderto¢ch was recommended whether 
he intended to reappoint Hutchings. He told 
me he did, and I remarked; ‘ Why don’t you 
do it then?” That was the last conversation I 
had with Scales on that or any other subject.”’ 

Hutchings sent for some members of the 
Republican committee yesterday, asked them 
to go on his bond, and said he would hereafter 
act on their advice, John M. Smyth and J. 
R. B. Van Cleave went on his bond on this 
condition. It was reported by Hutchings’ 
friends last evening that the petition for his 
appointment was signed by John M. Smyth, 
Chris|Mamer, and other members of the com- 
mittee’ that recommended Mr. Badenoch.

¥. M. C. A. LIABLE FOR WATER RATE. 


Rubens Says It Should Have Exempt and 
Non-Exempt Meters=New Ordinance. 
Corporation Counsel Rubens has rendered 
to the Mayor an opinion that when the Y, M. 
C. A. connected its new building on La Salle 
street with the water mains of the city with- 
out first obtaining a permit, and thus supplied 
its entire building, the parts devoted to char- 
ityand education as weil as the parts devoted 
to business and revenue, with water from the 
city system, it committed a violation of law, 
and that it is liabie to pay to the city the 
water rates fixed by ordinance for all the 
water consumed in that building, whether in 
those parts devoted to the exempt uses or to 
those aevoted to business purposes, as long 
as the water service to the several portions is 
not separated and placed under distinct meter 
service, | 
**Where in the nature of thmgs the wuter 
service cannot be separated,”’ Mr. .Rubens 
+ holds, ** such as in the case of the boilers sup- 
plying heat to the entire building, and in case 
of the elevators, which may be used both for 
business purposes and for the purposes en- 
titling the association to exemption, the water 
rates must be paid. But when the association 
shall procure such separate meter service so 
that the city can ascertain what amount of 
water is furnished to the portions of the build. 
ing exclusively devoted to the exempted uses 
no water rates should be assessed for the water 
furnished to the portions so devoted. 

‘From a careful examination of the sub- 
ject-:natter I find that the ordinance of the 
city relating to exemption from the payment 
of water rates needs revision. The ordinance 
quoted does not exempt churches and relig- 
ious institutions, and still, as a matter of fact, 
churches have for some time paid no water

council to rebate water rates levied in the 
past as well as those levied inthe future. I 
also found separate ordinances relating to 
the Cook County Hospita! and to military in- 
stitutions, and in order that the whole subject 
of exemptions from water rates nay be taken 
out of its present chaotic state I submit to 
you for your examination and consideration 
the draft of an ordinance, which you may 
submit to the Council if it meets with your 


approval.” 


The proposed ordinance makes the provis- 
ion that no water rates shall hereafter be 
levied and assessed against any of the follow- 
ing premises: 

All premises exclusively used for and devoted 
to religious worship and _ religious purposes, in- 
cluding the church buildings, parsonages, con- 
vents of all denominations whatsoever ; all prem- 
ises exclusively devoted to the relief of the poor 
in any form and all premises exclusively occu- 
pied by purely charitable institutions not carried 
on for private gain or profit; all premises ex- 
clusively occupied by schools, colleges, and 
other institutions of learning not conducted for 
private gain or profit; all pramaeee belonging to 
and forming the Cook County Hospital; all 
premises occupied and used solely by military 
organizations or roilitary companies chartered 
and organized underthe laws of the State of 
Lilinois for military purposes. ; 

The word * premises” as used in this ordi- 
nance shall be heii to include only such build- 
ings as are exclusively devoted to the uses here- 
inabuve respectively set forth. In case only a 
portion of any building shall. be entitled to the 
exemption hereinabove provided, such portion 
shall first be placed under separate meter serv- 
ice. 

The Y. M. C. A. claimed exemption under 
this p@®vision of its charter: ; 

That the real estate held by said corporation 
for its own use shall be exempt from taxation for 


general purposes either by the State of by mu-' 


nicipal or county organizations, and in this re- 
gard be held and treated the same as church 
property. 

Also under the amended charter of 1867, 
which provides: 

This association shall also have power to pur- 
chase, hold, enjoy, and convey other real estate 
for the purpose of establishing and maintaining 
free libraries and reading ré6oms and for benevo- 
lent and religious purposes; and the same, while 
it shall be held and owned by and for said asso- 
ciation for its owu use together with all personal 
property held or owned by and for said associa- 
tion, shall be in like manner exempt from taxa- 
tion except as hereinafter provided. In case the 
income of said association exceeds the expenses 
and disburséments necass iry to carry out the ob- 
jects of Said association the exemption from said 
taxation shal] not apply to any such excess. 


CROSSETTE ADHERES TO HIS PLAN, 


He Believes a Special Water Assessment 
Can Be Made for $60,000, 

Notwithstanding the protest of the Mayor 
and the Chairman of the Finance committee 
Expert Harper and Supt. Crossette are yet 
tiguring on the costof making an entirely 
new assessment. They now believe the work 
can be donein five months ata cost not ex- 
ceeding $60,000. Supt. Crossette says his 
thirty-four inspectors can do little in the 
work because they are kept busy looking into 
special cases of irregularity. The thirty-four 
window clerks during this period of non-col- 
lection are engaged in preparing the books 
for the next period of collection, work which 
should be done by the Assessor. The clerks 
are simply making copies of the last bodks, 
mistakes and all. Crossette does not know 
how many men are employed in his depart- 
ment, Asa matter of fact there are fifty-one 
inspectors, not thirty-four. There are 348 
men employed in the department altogether. 
This number does not include engineers and 
men employed in layimg water mains. The 
pay-roll aggregates $270,000. A former su- 
perintendent of the water office said yester- 
day: ** The work can be done well for $150,- 
000 per annum,” 

Ald. Ryan, who is an expert plumber, was 
asked yesterday what the thirteen plumber 
inspectors of the water office are doing. 

“IT don’t think they are doing anything 
now; they can’t do anything,” he replied. 
‘*They never do much. They are supposed to 
inspect connections when made by piumbers 
with the street mains. There age few connec- 
tions of this kind during the winter months. 
Two inspectors would be sufficient. There is 
no use for thirteen, but there are thirteen on 


"the pay-roll.”’ 


What do you think of this new assessment 
plan. 

“*T think it isa good scheme. But it ought 
to be done by the present force. Take those 
thirteen plumber inspevtors. They should be 
set to work making an assessment in some 
ward, They are only loafing now.” 

Ald, Madden, too, seems to think the water 
office is overmanned. He said yesterday: ‘I 
am investigating this subject and I think the 
pruning knife can be applied with advan- 
tage.’ 

Since Supt. Crossette has set his heart upon 
a new water assessment of the entire city he 
seems to have great luck in discovering irreg- 
ularities. Yesterday he called attention to 
another. In 1892 a permitfor a house to 
contain one extra bathtub and two extra 
hand basins was taken out and the assessment 
agaiust this individual was fixed in the water 
office on a permit given in the Buildimg De- 
partment at $20 a year. Recently the man 
made some objection to his assessment and 
Mr. Crossette sent an inspector to his house. 
The inspector found four extra bathtubs and 
five extra hand basins. On the new basis the 
water rates should be $54a year instead of 
$20. In another instance a man objected to 
paying an assessment for water for six horses 
and made affidavit that he had but four. An 
inspector was sent tohis barn and found 
twelve horses. 


AUSTRALIAN SCHEME AT PRIMA@SMES. 


Ald. Schumacher Makes a Novel Sugges- 
tion for the Tenth Ward. | 

A novel proposition for Aldermanie pri- 
maries has been made by Ald. Schumacher 
of the Tenth Ward, who is a candidate for 
reélection, and who seeks Democratic indorse- 
ment. It is that the primary be held accord- 
ing to the Australian plan. He proposes that 
the wards be divided into eight polling dis- 
tricts; that each district be provided with 
booths according to the Australian plan; that 
the judges be selected from among the regu- 
lar Democratic judges; and that the bal- 
lots be printed, ° like the of- 
ficial election ballot, by some _ central 
authority, the ward cominitteeman, and the 
Central committee, and that the voting be in 
all respects thesame as atthe regular elec- 
tion. ‘There are four or five candidates in the 
Tenth Ward for the Democratic nominatiun, 
among them ex-Commissioner O’Connell, 
Jobn J. Cullerton, and Schumacher himself.

Thomas Lynch, the distiller, left two wills, 
the first distributing $400,000 worth of per- 
sonal property among his sons, his sister, and 
his grandchildren; the second giving a special 
legacy to Mrs, Belle B. Hill of the interest 
@uring her lifetime upon $60,000 in Chicago 
water funds, to be put in the hands of Lyman 
J. Gage and Edward F. Lawrence asexecutors 
and trustees. A further sum of $2,000 in per- 
sopal property is set aside to pay any expehses 
the trustees might incur. As the water bonds 
produce ap income of 34¢ per cent, they will 
yield an income of $2,100 a ‘year. At the 
death of Mrs. Belle Hill the principal is to re- 
vert to the heirs under the other will. By the 
termns of this instrument Mrs. James O’Brien, 
sister of the testator, is to receive 
$50 a month during her lifetime. The 
rest of the estate is left equally between John 
A. Lynch and James D. Lynch, the surviving 
sons, and Mrs. Maria Mackay, a daughter. 
The sons of Thomas Lynch are to receive 
$15,000 when they become of age. Under 


this will John A. Lynch, who is President of ° 


the National Bank of the Republic, and James 
D, Lynch are made executors. Application 
for letters testamentary was made by the 
executors under each will in proper form and 
these are granted by the Probate Court. In- 
dividual bonds were filed by the executors 
under each will, as testator had expressly 
waived security by clauses in the wills, 

It is understood the reason a separate will 
was made bequeathing a substantial income 
to Mrs. Belle B. Hill was that the testator de- 
sired there should be no contest or dispute. 
Mrs. Hill, who is the wife of a prominent 
American Express official, was an old friend of 
the family and enjoyed thesvecial confidence 
and respect of the testator. No inventory of 
the property has yet been filed in court, but 
the period in which it can be presented has 
not yet expired. The $462,000 disposed of 
does not represent the wealth Thomas 
Lynch. A distribution of his immense real 
estate interests was made during his lifetime. 

Thomas Lynch was a partner in the big 
Shufeldt distillery on the North Side. After 
the sale of the property to the whisky trust 
he turned his energies in other directions and 
opened a brokerage and loan office in the 
First National Bank Building under the name 
of Thoinas Lynch & Sons. He died Sept. 22 
last, and, after the funeral, his heirs and rela- 
tives assembled atthe family residence, No. 
44 Benton place, to hear the will read. Tes- 
tator’s solicitors, Julius and Lessing Rosen- 
thal, were present and broke the seais of the 
document. Then for the first timeit was 
known that the testator had made two wills. 

Attorney Lessing Rosenthal said: ‘“ Mr. 
Lynch simply expressed a desire to so dis- 
tribute his estate and we prepared the proper 
papers. Itis an unusual practice in America 
fora person to leave two concurrent willis, 
but it is not uncommon in England. Under 
the law it is not essential that the last 
will of a_ testator should 
pressed in a single instrument. 
may, indeed, be several papers 
forms constituing a will when taken together 
and which may be offered for probate jointly. 
The courts in mnany States though are reluct- 
ant‘toadmitas wills any extraneous unat- 
tested paper, the purpose of which is to dis- 
pose of property. In this instance the two in- 
struments were made atthe same time and 
both are witnessed by Julius and Lessing 
Rosenthal and Mary L. Colbert. In the docu- 
ment distributing the larger pert of the prop- 
erty reference is made to the legacy now en- 
joyed by Mrs. Belle B. Hill.” 

Alleged “ Tout ” Sues for $10,000.

DARK PROSPECTS FOR IRON MINING, 


Owners and Operators Are Waiting for 
Action on Wilson Bill. ¥ 

A party of iron-ore magnates consisting of 
F. Rockefeller, James Corrigan, P, McKin- 
ney, and V. P. Kline passed through the city 
yesterday -for Marquette from Cleveland, 
stopping for a few hours at the Audiforium. 
Mr. Corrigan said the trip was merely to look 
over the mining properties. 

“There can be no change for the better in 
the great iron-ore mining regions of Lake 
Superior,” he said, “ until the Wiison bill is 
disposed of. There are now 3,000,000 tons 
of ore on the docks along Lake Erie still un- 
sold, and this will supply the furnaces mogt 
of next season. If free iron-ore comes the 
mining companies will cut here and there un- 
tilthey are able to sell their product. The 
deep mines will remain closed for good.” 

Mr. Corrigan was elected President of the 
Lake Carriers’ Association last week at De- 
troit. Regarding the proposition to keep out 
of commission next season 25 per cent of all 
lake boats, he said: ** The agreement is being 
signed generally by vesselowners in Cleve- 
land, and I believe enough of them will come 
into the agreement to give it force. Some 
vesselinen, like Capt. Thomas Wilson, want 
all boats to stay in winter quarters until 
June 15. To my mind such talk 1s ridiculous.

SOUTH CAROLINA WHISKY SPIES ESCAPE. 


Mob Fails to Discover Elliot and the Raids 
Go On Quietly. 

Cuarueston, 8. C., Jan. 25.—[Special.]— 
The crowd which started the riot last night 
was after J. H. Elliot, one of the whisky 
spies who is charged with assaulting Mrs. 
Notte, the wife of a groceryman whose place 
Elliot attempted to raid. They tirst went to 
the railroad depot to prevent his departure 
from the city, and then to a boarding-house 
where he is supposed to lodge. Elliott had 
taken refuge in the police station. 

It was thought that the rioting would be re- 
sumed today, but such was not the case, 
although the whisky constabulary resumed 
their raiding. There is an organized move- 
ment against the whisky spies. The people 
have beer so bullied by these officials that the 
entire community is ready to revolt. There 
are fifteen or twenty of the spies here, and all 
go heavily armed, by order of Gov. Tillman. 
No one has any doubt but that bloodshed will 
come out of the enforcement of the dispensary 
law by the spies. 

The police force of the city numbers 100 
efficient men. They are armed with repeat- 
ing rifles and heavy revolvers and have a 
patrolswdgon service which enables them to 
move rapidiy. A squad of this force under 
the command of the Chief protected the spies 
in their raid today, and there was no attempt 
to interfere with them.

DECREASE IN ST. PAUL EARNINGS, | 


Net Earnings for December Fall Off Nearly 
Half a Million Dollars. 

The statement of earnings and expenses of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway 
company for the month of December, 1893, 
is the most unfavorable one issued since last 
spring. Even with a decrease of $286,484 in 
operating expenses a decrease in| net earn- 
ings of nearly $500,000 is the result of the 
month’s operations. It mugt be borne in 
mind, however, that the earnings for the cor- 
responding month last year were unusually 
large, showing &lmost as large an increase as 
this year’s decrease. The following state- 
ment shows the gross earnings, operating ex- 
penses, and net earnings of the company’s 
lines for December, 1893, and for the six 
months ending *Dec. 81, 1893, as compared 
with the corresponding periods last year:

Washington's Public Men and Society Folk 
Seek News of the Battle. 

WasuinGton, D. C., Jan. 25.—[Special.]— 
Everywhere throughout the National Capital 
the all-abserbing topic of conversation was 
the great fight. Inthe halls of Congress, at 
the departments, and even in society’s do- 
main, the fistic contest was not second to 
any other subject. Wherever bulletins were 
displayed at newspaper and telegraph oftices 
and saloons there was sure to be a throng. 
At the Capitol Building, in the corridors and 
in the lobbies back of the assembly chambers 


_ there was a crowd all day, and grave and_rev- 
-erend Senators could not forego their cloak- 


room dispatches about the progress of the 
fight, even while eulogies were being de- 
livered in memory of Representative 
Chipman of Michigan. Just before 
the final bulletin announcing Corbett’s 
victory was sent to the House, Congressman 
Fithian had a verbal battle directed against 
Representative Tracey and other backsliders, 
but no one attempted to controvert his alle- 
gations as to what constituted simon-pure 
Democrats. At the Shoreham a_ body 
of white-haired respectable business-men 
representing the various Boards of 
Trade of the United States had assembled 


' for the purpose of discussing matters pertain- 


ing to trade, but even this was not permitted 
to eclipse che prize-fight. One of the orators 
had finished an argument against State banks 
when his colleague, obtainmg recognition, 
gravely announced: ‘‘I desire to add to what 
has already been said for our information 
that Corbett has just licked Charley Mitchell 
in three rounds.’’ The old chaps made the 
rafters ring witha round of applause, which 
the ventrable President, aged 9O years, made 
no attempt to prevent,

PETER JACKSON MUCH SURPRISED. , 


He Says He Will Put Up a Better Fight 
than Mitchell. 

Pitrspure, Pa., Jan. 25. — [Special.| — 
Among the thousands of people in Pittsburg 
who were surprised at the short work made of 
England’s champion was Peter Jackson, the 
colored Australian, who is playing Uncle Tom 
in “Parson” Davies’ show at the Grand 
Opera-House, He said: ‘* The result of the 
fight will not make any change in my battle 
with Corbett in June.

DISAPPOINTED AT SAN FRANCISCO. 
The Champion Not a Favorite with the 
People at His Home, 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 25.—|Special.]— 
San Francisco was wildly wrought up over 
the Corbett-Mitcheil fight. At 10 o'clock this 
morning Market street was blocked by the 
huge crowds that watched the Jacksonville 
bulletins at the newspaper offices. The result 
was known at 13:30, local time, and hardly 
suited the public, for Corbett is far from 
a favorite at his home. The gamblers 
backed Corbett heavily in the auction pool- 
ing aud the public took the Mitchell end. 
Opening at 50 to 18 on Corbett the odds fell 
50 to 16 this morning. The ease with 
which Corbett won surpri the local 
pugilistic talent. They now deciare that he 
must bea vastly improved man, but still 
think Peter Jackson can whip him. Ex- 
champion Ryan, who lives here, thought that 
Corbett would win, but did not expect him to 
win so easily. “Jim must be improved, 
he said. * Of course reach and weight told. 
Aside from that he was always cleverer than 
Mitchell. I am glad of the result.” 

Jack McAuliffe was disappointed. He al- 
ways thought that Mitchell had a chance and 
bet his money with John O'Neil, Frank Eck- 
ert, and Harry Hoffman of.
